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Energy costs fuel return of higher inflation

WASHINGTON — Sharply higher energy 
costs, Including the steepest gasoline price 
spurt on record, pushed up wholesale prices 
0.6 percent In January, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported Friday, signaling a reap- 
pearance of moderate inflation after a 
year's lull.. 

The rebound in the Producer Price Index, 
lie largest Increase since November 1935, 

' reflected higher prices across a wide range 
of products. 

Food, however, was down 1.8 percent.

Health plan architect 
sees little expansion 


BOISE — A corrections expert recommended to a fed- 
eral iudge during a five-hour hearing on Friday that the 
population of the Idaho State Penitentiary be trimmed 
by 58 Inmates within 120 days. 

If the Idaho Department of Corrections fails to comp- 
ly. it should be fined $500 per day per violation, accor- 
ding to the report submitted by court-appointed 
■ monitor W, Raymond Nelson. 

While agreeing with most of Nelson's plan to ease 
crowding at the prison south of Boise, Corrections 
Director AI Murphy testified that it would take at least 
180 days to meet the rcquircmenlsl 

"We did some brainstorming on what I would do In his 
poslllon, and it came out remarkably the same," Mur- 
phy .said. But as far as what to do with the extra In- 
mates. "Right now I'm not real clear what my options 
are." 

Dean Schwartzmlller, an Inmate lay-attorney who has 
represented fellow prisoners In the suit, also said 
Nelson's recommendations generally were acceptable. 

But he said 180 days.was too long to wait for action.

Dorr’s lawyer, Mark Vovos, contends Dorr was in- 
jured when he was being taken to jail by Kootenai 
County, Idaho, sheriff's deputies. 

Vovos said Thursday, when Quackenbush set the 
trial date, that he had asked a neurosurgeon to re- 
examine Dorr to determine whether he will be able 




The Hawleys agreed to plea bargains three days 
after their trial began and arc to be sentenced 
March 19 inSpokanc. 

The trials were moved to Tucson' because- 
Quackenbush ruled that extensive news coverage in

■ Foresees legislative battle

TWIN FALLS - U.S. Rep. Richard 
Stallings says he Is bracing for a 
battle this year over the future of 
sugar price supports. 

The sugar program is secure for 
'the comlng''crop season; he tofd' 
farmers Friday at a Twin Falls 
workshop on farm fcsues. But "We 
are going to see Increased pressure 
to eliminate or at. least reduce the 
(support) price of sugar," Stallings 
said. 

The 2nd District congressman 
pledged to defend the program, 
which benefits many sugarbeet 


-growers in the Magic Volley, and 
southwestern Idaho. 

In its 1988 budget, now before Con-, 
gress, the Reagan administration 
targets' the^sugar program as a 
trade obstacle ana an unsound 
market practice. 

-The administration -says-the- gov- 
ernment’s support for domestic 
sugar producers works against 
policies to increase trade with other 
sugar-growing nations, such as the 
Philippines and Caribbean countries. 

The administration also says It 
will seek changes "In the counter- 
productive sugar program to make 
It more market-oriented, while pro- 


viding odjustment assistance to cer- 
tain program participants.” 

Although no legislation has been 
introduced, the administration 
reportedly is readying a bill that 
would drop.. the price-support loan 
rate to 12 cents a pound from the 
current 16 cents a pound, said Brent 
Scaric, Stallings’ agricultural aide. 

Stallings Friday repeated his 
previous accusations that the presi- 
dent is favoring foreign producers In 
order to bail out American banks 
with sizable loans to those countries. 

He also warned that sugar price 
supports could Jrigger a l egislative 
battle between farmers and 
bankers. 


"If this thing gets too brutal. I 
suspect we're going to see American 
agricultural interests pitted against 
banking Interests," he said. 

' Early this month, Stallings sought 
support for the sugar program from 
colleagues In the House. "In my 
.view, nothing has been changed to 
warrant this wholesale attack on the 
program, particularly in, the face of 
unequivocal congressional support 
for the program,” he said. 

Sugar price supports cost little to 
the taxpayers, and ellmlnatloji of 
the prog ram would not_necessarily 
benefit consumers, Stallings wrote. 

George Grant, president of the 


Idaho Sugarbeet Growers Associa- 
tion, said the association is vigilant, 
but not worried about the sugar pro- 
gram.

Legislator rips ‘short-term’ bail-out of Farm Credit System

.. TWIN FALLS — A $15 billion ball-out of 
the Farm Credit System would bring only 
short-term relief to the beleaguered lending 
Jielwork, Rep. Richard Stallings, D-Idaho, 
. says. 

Stallings, a member of the House Sub- 
■ committee on Conservation, Credit and 
fiural Development, said Friday that a 
«ail-out could only keep the national system 
afloat temporarily. It also would encounter 
opposllion from consumer groups, as well as 
commercial banking lobbies. 

In remarks made to farmers at Twin 
Falls, Stallings said Congress most likely 
will consider subsidies for Farm Credit In- 


terest rates and other ways of propping up 
the system. An Interest rate "buydown" 
would aid borrowers directly, as well as sup- 
port the flagging finances of the system, 
Stallings said. 

The Farm Credit System generally Is ac- 
knowledged to be within a few months of 
seeking federal aid, a last resort offered by 
Congress last year. The aid sought could 
mount to $15 billion, the lawmaker said. 

Stallings harshly criticized the Farm 
Credit Administration and Chairman Frank 
W. Naylor personally for the agency’s recent 
regulatoryposturcs. 

1986 amendments designed to allow more- 
flexible interest rates and more-lenient ac- 
counting for losses haven't aided the system 
substantially, he said. 


"It's not because the law is not good," 
Stallings said. "It's because we have a 
chairman of the Farm Credit System that 
doesn’t want them to work.” He accused 
Naylor of "attempting to dismantle the FCS 
from within." 

Stallings also predicted Naylor's upcoming 
appearance before the House subcommittee 
will be a charged session. “It will not be a 
very pleasant experience, ” the lawmaker 
said. 

However. Stallings did not indicate -firm 
support for any single method of keeping the 
FCS solvent. 

A spokesman for the nation's 7,000 in- 
dependent banks also said a straight ball-out 
will run into considerable opposition from 
several sides. Including the independents. 


Weldon Barton, agricultural representa- 
tive for the Association of Independent 
Bankers of America, said any attempt to aid 
the FCS alone will attract opposition from 
other financial Institutions. 

-The nation's savings and loans, which arc 
seeking recapitalization of the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Insurance Corp., and 
agricultural banks are likely to resist a 
direct bail-out. 

The independent bankers might back a 
broader solution, such as an Interest-rate 
buydown, because It could be applied to all 
agricultural lenders and would affect bor- 
rowers directly. Barton said. 

Stallings also sought comments from 
farmers Friday about pending bills to 
change general farm policy and the federal 
price-support system. He said that Congress 


Is undertaking a "rather drastic change of 
posture regarding agriculture.” 

Stallings said nations that import heavily 
Into the united States should be required to 
open their man-.ets to America’s goods. 

He also praised Gov . Cecil Andrus for his 
action this week In ord^ng the state’s'flMt 
of vehicles to use gasohol exclusively. 
Gasohoi Is made with nine parts gasoline and 
one part ethanol, which is commonly pro- 
duced from com or other crops. 

The Friday seminar was the final one of 
three fielded by Stallings In the 2nd District 
this week.

$1 million appropriation sought to fund Utah's campaign to land project 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The House Energy 
and Natural Resources Committee has'endors* 
ed a $1 million appropriation to fund Utah’s 
campaign to land the S6 billion Superconduc- 
"UnfSupercolIIder'parUcfc^ccelerator pro-’ 
ject. 

The panel unanimously passed the appropria- 
tion on to the House Rules Committee, which 
has oversight of all bills seeking new budget 
money. 

The SSC Is envisioned as the world’s biggest 
atom smasher. Sub-atomic particles woula be 
sped around a 52-mlle.rlng at almost the speed 
of light, then allowed to crash Into each other. 
Physicists thereby hope to gain Insights Into 
the secrets of matter and energy. 

.Gov. Norm Bangerter considers bringing the 
supercollider to economically depressed Utah 
his highest priority, Lt. Gov. Val Oveson said 
Thursday. 


"We can smell the Superconducting Super 
Collider, and we're hungry for It," be said. ‘‘It_ 
smells like greenbacks." 

Utah already has done muchJeaBiWULty work, 
putting the Beehive State ahead of more "than a 
dozen other states seeking the project, Oveson

The SSC would create 2,500 permanent jobs 
for scientists and technicians, he sald.

The facility would use 250 megawatts of power

"This would be a significant boost to our

Bishop ready to lead split over women priests 


LONDON (AP) - The bishop of 
London said Tuesday hC'ls prepared 
to lead a b'reokaway from ‘the 
Church of England if women are 

The Rt. Rev. Graham Leonard, 65, 
third-ranking prelate In the state 
church, called on opponents of 
women clergy to make an Im- 
mediate start on planning for an his- 
toric split. 

In an open statement to bishops, 
clergy, deacons and laymen and 
women, Leonard said that once the 
ordination of women has begun, 
“those who could not remain In 
communion with the Sec of Canter- 
bury would need to find other ways 
of continuing their existence within 
the universal church and would be 


entitled to explore such ways." 

He said some who could not accept 
women priests “would claim that 
they represented the traditional 
faith and practice of the Church -pf 
England and would therefore believe 
themselves entitled to a share In Its 
resources." 

The^ church has been arguing for 
more than 20 years whether to open 
the all-male priesthood to women. A 
final decision Is expected In the 1990s 
from the church's policymaking 
general synod of 574 bishops, clergy 
andlaity. 

Leonard has long been the leading 
opponent. 

A minority of the 44 diocesan bish- 
ops oppose women priests. But 


Leonard claims about 20 percent of 
the 10,700 clergy support him and he 
said 18,000 church members have 
registered their opposition to the 
ordination of women. 

Leonard's statement followed a 
report last&lday by the bishops 
who saidrUi^ were ready to help 
with alnhe processes needed to or- 
dain women. It was signed by Ar- 
chbishop o( Canterbury Robert Run- 
dc. spiritual head of the church. 

The report stressed the need to 
keep the church unified, saying that 
opponents of women's ordination 
should accept the majority view. 

But the bishops recognized the ex- 
tent of the opposition and said they 
want a code of practice to “safe- 
guard parishes, priests and bishops” 


who could not accept women prioBls. 

The bishops said fulntlme 
clergymen who resign over the issue 
would have to be financially com- 
pensated, but details of severance 
payments could wait until all church 
authorities had approved women 
priests. 

Runcle . heads the worldwide 
Anglican Communion in which nine 
of the 27 provinces have ordained 
women, almut 600 of them in the 
United States, where the move pro- 
.voked controversies and 
breakaways. 

' Leonard upset Runcle and most of 
his fellow bishops last October when 
he conducted a confirmation in a 
traditional Episcopal parish In 
Oklahoma.

Tower Commission receives materials from White House 


1 WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House said Friday It has turned over 
thousands of documents, computer 
discs, telephone logs and other ma- 
-tcrial to an investigatory board pro* 
bing the Iran arms affair and ex- 
pects “a very- critical report and.a.. 
very tough report.” 

"We have said from the beginning: 
‘Let the chips- fall where they may. 
We'll take pur lumps. Get to the bot- 
tom of this. Tell us what happen- 
ed,'” said presidential spokesman 
Marlin FlUwater. 

"And If this report Is critical and 
tough and lays it all out, that's ex- 
■ actly what we want," he said. 

Playing down reports of friction 
between the White House and the 
board. Fftuvater said the ad- 


ministration and the panel have a 
very good relationship. However, he 
acknowledged the White House was 
surprised by a request for Reagon to 
order-two former-aides- — Oliver 
North and John Poindexter — to end 
their silence and testify. 

Reagan denied the request, argu- 
ing that such an order would be 
unlawful. 

The board, named by Reagan last 
November and headed by former 
Sen. John Tower, R-Texas, is review- - 
Ing some 3,000 documents and other 
Information stored In the White 
House computer system.

Reagan himself, asked whether

"lhavea three-fold approach, "Vitale said 
recently. "One, I try to be as enthusiastic as 
is possible. ... Two. 1 like to believe I’m as 
prepared as anyone In the business. I cat. 
drink and sleep the game. Three, I try to be 
candid and objective. 1 try to entertain and 
educate.” 

Indeed. Vitale succeeds in his goals — he is 
enthusiastic, prepared and candid. And 

Vitale often offers sharp analysis. But his 

technique can be unbearable to the sober, 
s'one fan who just wonts to know the score. 

The game is almost just a backdrop for him; 


his play-by-play partners act almost as 
props. In his obsession to entertain, he 
forgets to pause from time to lime to let us 
catch our breath. 

■ Sometimes he's hype — it seems as j( 
every other player or team is the greatest 
this or the greatest that. Sometimes he's 
honest — he'll tell us that a rout Is a rout — 
but he'll do It his way: ‘’Blowout City, here 
wecomc!”

NEW YORK <AP) - A leading 
Wall Street Investment banker, 
turned In by slock speculator 
Ivan F. Boesky. tearfully admit- 
ted to insider trading Friday and 
said he had agreed to surrender 
J9 million to the government. 

.Martin A. Siegel. 38. pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy and tax eva- 
sion In U.S. District Court as part 
of the widening insider trading 
investigation that has shaken the 
securitles-dealing community, the 
past year. 

Siegel is the confidential infor- 
mant whose information led pro- 
secutors to charge three other 
Wall Streer executives on Thurs- 
day wlthlnslder trading, “U;S.'At- 
torrey Rudolph W. Giuliani said 
at a news conference. 

In a separate civil matter, a 
complaint by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission charged 
that Boesky paid Siegel $700,000- 
for secret information that 
helped Boesky companies make 
S33 million trading stock. 

Three times, in late 1982, 1983 
and 1981, Boesky -couriers met 
Siegel in a "conspicuous public 
location" in Manhattan, ex- 
changed passwords with him and 
handed him a briefcase stuffed 
with cash, the SEC complaint 
alleged. 

Siegel, without admitting or 
denying the SEC's allegation, 
-agreed to relinquish $4.3 million 
In cash, and securities 'worth' 
more than $4.7 million, said Gary 
Lynch, the SEC's enforcement 
chief. 

Though . Siegel’s only alleged 
profit was the $700,000, "we 
wanted him to disgorge more 
than he had put In his pocket," 
Lynch said. He said the SEC had 
demanded the $9 million to settle 
the matter, arriving at the sum 
by figuring Siegel’s alleged re- 
sponsibility for Bocsky’s profit.

$100 million in penalties and to 
plead guilty to an unspecified 
criminal charge.
